This is in reply to your Freedom of Information - 
Privacy Acts (FOIPA) request on your own behalf dated 
January 25, 1978, and received by the Chicago Office of 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI) on January 30, 
1978. 

Your request for information concerning yourself 
has been considered in light of the provisions of both the 
Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) (Title 5, United States 
Code, Section 552) and the Privacy Act of 1974 (Title 5, 
United States Code, Section 552a). It has been determined 
by the Attorney General that requests by individuals seeking 
information about themselves are governed by the Privacy 
Act. In addition, as a matter of administrative discretion, 
any documents which were found to be exempt from disclosure 
under the Privacy Act were also processed under the 
provisions of the FOIA. Through these procedures, you have 
received the greatest degree of access authorized by both 
laws . 

Enclosed herewith is one copy of a document 
consisting of two (2) pages, containing information 
concerning you from the files of the Chicago Office of the 
FBI based upon the information you have furnished in your 
letter referenced above. Excisions have been made from this 
document in order to protect materials exempted from 
disclosure by the following subsection of Title 5, United 
States Code, Section 552: 
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(b) (2) materials related solely to the internal 
rules and practices of the FBI; 

(b) (7) investigatory records compiled for law 
enforcement purposes, the disclosure of 
which would; 

(C) constitute an unwarranted invasion 
of the personal privacy of another 
person; 

(D) reveal the identity of an individual 
who has furnished information to the 
FBI under confidential circumstances 
or reveal information furnished only 
by such a person and not apparently 
known to the public or otherwise 
accessible to the FBI by overt means. 

You have thirty days from receipt of this letter 
to appeal to the Deputy Attorney General from any denial 
contained herein. Appeals, should be directed in writing 
to the Deputy Attorney General (Attention: Office of 

Privacy and Information Appeals), Washington, D.C. 20530. 
The envelope and the letter should be clearly marked 
"Freedom of Information Appeal" or "Information Appeal."
